We hoped that the lessons of the 


last campaign were sufficient to quiet al 
ambition for a new political organization 
but far from that, much more lamentable is 
the effort now to forestall action by another 
movement of that sort,without even waiting 
the poor excuse of objection to Republican 
nominations 
Had the cause of temperance 


been aided by the third party of laat sum- 
mer, or had it received a vot»that promisee 
any hope for the future, there would be 
some show of excuse for commencing an 
idle campaign at so early a day that it ad- 
vertises its own desperation. Bat every ar 
gument seems to oppose a third party 
movement even in the heat of a campaign 
and for a ahort^time, and certainly must 
urge the fallacy of keeping up the wrangle 
among the friends of temperance* through- 
out the year. Its only effect in tbte past baa 
been to discourage and demoralize the 
fluence ot the temperance men. We can- 
didly believe that less real temperance work 
baa been done by the radical temperance 
men in the past year than for a long number 
of years before. We know that they are 
not now doing all that is In their power to 
reform the condition of the tamperance 
cause, and we cannot think othawise lhao 
that s further persistence infighting thu 
Republican party must waste energies that 
might be of practical benefit in suppressing 
the liquor traffic 


"We do not propose to" enter into any 


lengthy argument at this time to show tbo 
necessity of maintaining the unity of the 
Republican party; the soundness of that 


V idea waa as well demonstrated by the cam- 


paign of last summer as was the futility of 
any attempt to organize a new party upon a 
principle which may better be represented 
by the party that has 
dona all that, 


was ever done in the way of prohibition.— 
But if the few men who intend to flgut still 
the hopeless flght of a new political party 
ara sincerely what they profess to be, the pe- 
culiar and special champions of temperance,

Although they 
can never reasonably hope for success as a 
distinct organization, it is in the power of a 
very small faction to do much, damage to the 
fair policy of the Republican party and to 
the temperance cause. The real effect of 
the independent party movement Is gratify- 
ing to the Interest of tbe rumsellers 
No 


matter how sincere the men may be who in 
auguratad the movement last summer, their 
effort was in effect to distract the tamper- 
ance influence and to lend renewed courage 
to tha men, whom we are fighting m com- 
mon 
We believe that more liquor is sold 


today on that account It matters little to 
the liquor interest liow its enemies are 
defeated and weakened; if they cannot de- 
feat us themselves in a, direct fight, they are 
very willing to see us waste oar energies in 
internecine quarrels 
They will be the first 


to hail with delight a renewal of the breach 
in the Republican ranki, if necessary and 
possible they would freely furnish the mei 
to prosecute a sepaaato temperance cam- 
paign. Every groggery would happily pay 
a few dollars for a purpose that would insure 
it llcerise to sell without danger of prosecu- 
tion
